Last week's public forum on 
development in the area brought 
forward some major concerns of 
residents in a positive manner 
said Didsbury's development of¬ 
ficer, Robert Wigg. 

"People were not afraid to talk 
to us (the administration and 
councillors), in particular about 
the park issue." 

The town was thinking about 
selling some small parts of park 
space to accommodate the grow¬ 
ing residential needs of the town. 
They sent out letters to the ap¬ 
proximately 15 residents who 
lived near the park inviting them 
to the public forum held last 
Wednesday and voice their opin¬ 
ions. 

And opinions they got. 

"We heard loud and clear from 
those people that attended that 
they do not want their park space 
touched. It is very valuable to 
them," said Wigg. 

A lot of the feedback came 
from the questionnaires provided 
to the forum attendees to make 
comment not just about the park 
issue, but all development issues. 

Some of the comments made 
were: 

• "Do NOT sell lots out of town 
parks.” 

• "Preserve our existing green 
spaces." 

•"Leave development on ex¬ 
isting spaces ie. parks in Westhill 
and Westheights, as is. NO 
LOTS!" 

Wigg said the majority of the 
12 questionnaires received so far 
on Friday have been against any 
residential development in the 
parks. 

"The present administration- 
will not be pursuing the matter 
any further," he said. 

Over 60 questionnaires were 
given out at the meeting and 
Wigg hopes and expects more will 
be returned as time goes on. The 
forms will be sent to the town's 
independent planning profes¬ 
sionals who will then use the

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information to help planning for 
future planning processes and 
the development of area struc¬ 
ture plans for the town. 

The public forum attracted 
between 100 and 150 people 
which is more than Wigg ex¬ 
pected. 

"Councillors and Administra¬ 
tion were very happy to see that 
so many people care about what 
is going on in their town," he 
said. 

The informal public meeting 
was set up with displays of cur¬ 


rent development going on in 
town, a Main Street booth, the 
parks issue booth, and other gen¬ 
eral development information, 
like the permit process. 

Wigg said he was very pleased 
with the atmosphere at the meet¬ 
ing. 

"There were no attacks," he 
said. Residents were able to voice 
their concerns and hopes about 
the development direction of the 
town in a positive manner. 

In fact, the positive outcome 
prompted many councillor and 


residents to ask when the next 
similar meeting would be held. 
Wigg calls the event, "The first in 
a series that will occur over the 
next year or so." 

He feels confident that the 
town's residential development 
has taken a good direction with 
the newest subdivisions. 

So where does the town go 
from here? 

"What we really need to take 
a look at next is our commer¬ 
cial and industrial areas," said 
Wigg.

Gwen Hiemer, manger of cus¬ 
tomer service at the Disbury 
Royal Bank warns seniors in the 
community about two frauds 
happening in this area. 

The first fraud deals with a 
man contacting people over the 
phone identifying himself as then- 
bank manager. 

The culprit explains there is a 
computer problem or glitch and 
asks the victim to withdrawl 
money from their bank account. 

This Rerson then asks the vic¬ 
tim to hand over the funds to 
someone in an arranged location 
that is not the bank. 

The victims are assured by 
the culprit their funds would be 
safe and put into a new account. 

But, the funds will never be 
deposited into a new account, 
instead it will disappear with the 
culprit. 

Hiemer said this fraud made 
her uneasy because the Royal 
Bank is undergoing a few 
changes. 

Heimer said Royal Bank cus¬ 
tomers are very loyal and the 
concern is that many could easily 
be persuaded into this fraud act. 

Hiemer encourages custom¬ 
ers to consult police before giv¬ 
ing money to an unidentifiable 
person. 

The second fraud is a tel¬ 
ephone fraud for supposedly win¬ 
ning a prize. 

The fraudulent person will call 
up its victim and say they have 
won a large prize like a vehicle, 
boat, trip and cash. But, there is 
a catch. In order to claim the 
prize, you have to send in a large 
sum of money in advance before 
the prize can be received. 

The culprits seen to badger 
the victim into sending their 
money, even if they refuse.

Who looks after victims of 
crime and tragedy? 

Until fairly recently there 
were few organizations avail¬ 
able to help people through the 
difficulties of day-to-day life fol¬ 
lowing a crime of accident. This 
was especially true in the 
smaller communities where 
limited resources and funding 
are available. 

But since May 1996, people 
living in the Sundre-Caroline 
area have been able to call on 
highly trained volunteers 
known as victim services advo¬ 
cates to help them through dif¬ 
ficult times. 

Working closely with the 
Sundre RCMP, victim serv¬ 
ices advocates offer support 
to victims and referral to ap¬ 
propriate help in the local 
area. Advocates may be called 
on to assist in cases of rob¬ 
bery, family violence, crisis 
intervention, fatal traffic ac¬ 
cidents, bereavement counsel¬ 
ling, court procedures and sui¬ 
cide intervention. 

"The program seems to be 
working as intended," said Sgt. 
Bill McGhie, Sundre Detach¬ 
ment Commander. "I have re¬ 
ceived positive feedback and let¬ 
ters from victims who have uti¬ 


lized the service." 

The success of the program 
in Sundre prompted the 
Sundre-Caroline District Vic¬ 
tim Services Society to expand 
its services to the RCMP de¬ 
tachments in Olds and 
Didsbury. (The new society has 
been renamed the West Cen¬ 
tral Victim Services Society to 
reflect its new areas of respon¬ 
sibility. 

The first group of volunteers 
in the Olds-Didsbury area have 
just completed their training 
and will soon begin working 
with the RCMP. 

"It's taken a lot of hard work 
by a lot of volunteers to get the 
Society up and running," said 
Les Gwynn, Society president. 
"Since January of 1996, we've 
been busy doing board train¬ 
ing, advocate training and fund¬ 
raising. We hope the society 
will be self sufficient by 1999." 

"This project is made viable 
by the extensive use of the vol¬ 
unteers we are so thankful for." 

The society is holding its first 
annual general meeting on 
Tuesday, May 13 at 7 p.m. at 
the Sundre United Church 
Hall. Everyone is invited to at¬ 
tend . For more information call

He has lived in the Wildrose riding for 17 years and he would be proud 
to honor and speak out for the constituents. 

Mahoney says Wildrose is an excellent area where the unemployment 
rate is low. But, he says in order to keep this rate low economic growth 
should be strengthened. 

He says a strong economy should go before national unity. 

Mahoney listed four important issues to the federal campaign platform 
and for the election itself. 

He believes universal medicare is extremely important, therefore 
funding should remain in the system. 

Another area of importance is the youth job employment rate. Mahoney says there should be 
a job strategy implemented to employ and train young people. 

Mahoney supports investment into innovative technology because part of Canadian develop¬ 
ment is to have technically trained people for local and global markets. 

And finally, Mahoney underscores the importance of supporting funding for research companies.

He said this is 
because he felt the country came too close to separation. He wondered what he could do, because 
the separation of the country would have been a major loss. 

Mahoney is a civic and criminal lawyer in Calgary, he was elected Bencher of the Alberta Law 
Society in 1996. 

Along with his law practice, Mahoney is an instructor and lecturer in courses and workshops 
for the University of Calgary, Faculty of Law and is a member of Legal Aid, Law Society, Legal 
Education Society of Alberta, Canadian Bar Association and Family law committees. 

He also sits on the Board of Directors of Legal Aid Society. 

If Mahoney is elected into office he will leave his law practice and be a representative for the 
Wildrose constituency full time.

Myron Thompson ■ Reform 

Everybody knows Myron. That is 
what the Reform candidate's cam¬ 
paign manager is hoping to play on 
during this short election campaign. 

Time on the street meeting and 
talking with his constituents for 
Myron Thompson has been short¬ 
ened even further because of his 
recent quintuple heart valve bypass 
surgery. He is anxious to get going 
but his manager and staff are doing 
their best to be sure the feisty 
Thompson has adequate recovery 
time before he tackles this re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

"He's chomping at the bit," said Blake Richards, 
Thompson's campaign manager however, he has reluc¬ 
tantly agreed to stay home and take on a larger role in the 
campaign as he feels better. 

Thompson is adamant that he will attend all public 
forums scheduled in the constituency. 

The campaign trail lasts only 36 days winding up with 
the election on June 2.

Rose riding for the past three-and-a-half years. 

He was bom in Monta Vista, Colorado and was raised on 
a farm for 25 years. He spent some time in the American 
military and received his BA in Business Administration 
and Education at the University of Adams State before 
moving to Sundre, Alberta in 1968. 

He quickly became involved in the community when he 
was hired as a teacher at Sundre Junior and Senior High 
School. He was at the school for a total of 23 years, 
including 11 years as the principal. 

Thompson also served as a councillor and Mayor of 
Sundre. 

He was nominated as a Reform Party of Canada candi¬ 
date in 1992 and won the Wild Rose seat in October of 1993. 

He presently serves as the Reform Party's Deputy Jus¬ 
tice Critic and is member of the Family Task Force. 

His campaign team said traditional family values is one 
of the basis of his campaign platform. 

"His big area of interest is justice,” said Richards. 
Thompson has said he believes in making victim's rights a 
priority and thinks gun control legislation is ridiculous 
because it is not taking the guns out of the hands of 
criminals. 

Local Wild Rose issues Thompson will address in his 
campaign are the Canadian Wheat Board dual marketing 
system for grain and the Bow Valley Study released in the 
Banff area. 

Thompson continues to reside in Sundre with his wife 
Dorothy (Dot). He has two grown children, Myron Jr. and

Some other 
factors also affect these deci¬ 
sions. The perception of in¬ 
creasing crime (especially vio¬ 
lent crimes) in large urban cen¬ 
tres, the ever increasing costs 
of housing and land, and the 
difficulties of transportation of 
people and goods play a role in 
the decision to pack up and head 
west. 

The attractiveness of Alberta 
is the another part of the equa¬ 
tion. Economic trends for the 
last few years have shown fun¬ 
damental change in the 
economy occurring. Many new 
businesses are, for the most 
part, location neutral. That is 
they can set up operation any¬ 
where certain basic criteria 
(availability of land, services, 
people, access to markets etc.) 
are met. Their operations suc¬ 


ceed because they can attract, 
and keep, creative and talented 
people. To these companies 
their location selection crite¬ 
rion is “our success depends on 
our people so where will our 
people be happy?” 

What does all of this mean 
for Didsbury? For one thing it 
means that we can expect and 
need to prepare ourselves for 
growth to occur here in 
Didsbury. Even if one is op¬ 
posed to growth, there is not 
much that can be done to pre¬ 
vent it, so the problem becomes 
one of managing that growth. 
And management of the com¬ 
munity is driven by the ques¬ 
tion of “What do we want our 
community to look and be like?” 
We need to think about what 
kind of business development 
that we want in Didsbury. What 
kind of residential develop¬ 
ment? Where do we want to 
locate industrial development? 
How much do we need to ex¬ 
pand outwards and how much 
should we expand internally 
through infill development? 
What kind of downtown do we 
want to have? What are we to 
do with the railway lands? Do 
we need new shopping areas 
outside of downtown such as 
highway commercial strip de¬ 
velopment? Where will we put 
all the cars? Who should pay 
for growth - the community as 


a whole or the development’s 
users? 

If we want to attract new 
businesses we must keep in 
mind that those qualities of our 
community that we so much 
enjoy are now becoming the 
qualities that potential busi¬ 
nesses look for. 

In this way economic devel¬ 
opment is really becoming one 
and the same as community de¬ 
velopment. The facilities, serv¬ 
ices and institutions that serve 
our community and its people 
are becoming just as important 
as land costs, corporate taxes 
and transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The impact of growth in the 
Highway 2 corridor can be ben¬ 
eficial to Didsbury if we prop¬ 
erly manage it, or it can be 
disastrous to the charm and 
lifestyle that we cherish. The 
most important component of 
managing growth is involve¬ 
ment. Take advantage of op¬ 
portunities that will arise to 


voice your opinion. The Town is 
currently embarking on the task 
of creating its Municipal Devel¬ 
opment Plan (MDP) which will 
deal with many of these ques¬ 
tions. The Didsburians should 
think about these questions 
(among other growth and devel¬ 
opment issues) and let their 
councillors and the Mayor know 
their opinion.

Review gets 
involved with flood 
relief in Manitoba 


The Didsbury Review is now 
acting as a depot to collect items 
for those people devastated in 
the flood of 1997 in Manitoba. 

Flood officials at the Salva¬ 
tion Army in Winnipeg said 
that any kind of blankets, bed¬ 
ding, furniture, cleaning sup¬ 
plies, toys, personal toiletries 
and non-perishable items are 
welcome. 

A volunteer for the Salva¬ 
tion Army said in a telephone 
interview from Winnipeg that 
they still require donated 
items.

the Manitoba Community News¬ 
paper Association (MCNA) of¬ 
fice meanwhile said that many 
communities in the southern part 
of Manitoba have been hit hard 
with the flooding of the Red River 
this spring. She said that "it's 
frightening and it's awesome." 
More people are being moved to 
evacuation centres and she added 
that it is worse than what many 
people are shown. 

Publisher Shelly Ross who was 
last month inducted as new presi¬ 
dent of the MCNA added that 
donations from Alberta would be 
welcomed in Manitoba. 

Ross, who publishes the Souris 
Plaindealer lives 100 miles west 
of the flood but their town has 
set up a depot for items to be 
donated. 

"I'm sure that anything would 
be greatly appreciated," said Ross. 

Her two teenagers are among 
the thousands doing sandbagging 
in Winnipeg. The MCNA presi¬ 
dent says that her community is 
on the Souris River (it is not 
flooding this time) but has expe¬ 
rienced flooding in the past so 
she knows what it feels like. 

She said that at two commu¬ 
nities the dikes didn't hold. 
"They're gone." 

In Alberta, Edmonton’s Emer¬ 
gency Relief Services Society is 
organizing relief trucks which 
will be taking supplies to the 
flooded communities over the 
next couple of weeks.

OXYGEN THROUGH THE LENS 


In order to wear contacts 
comfortably, and for longer 
periods of time, it is necessary 
for oxygen to reach the eyes. 
This is done in a number of 
different ways, depending on 
the type of lens. 

In conventional hard lenses 
oxygen is supplied mainly 
through the tear pump. In some 
cases fenestrations, or tiny 
holes drilled into the lenses, can 
make them somewhat gas 
permeable because air can pass 
through the holes. These “old” 
hard lenses are not used too 
often anymore. In gaspermeable 
lenses, special materials 
(silicone and cellulose acetate 
butyrate) allow gases to pass 


through the lens material. In 
soft contact lenses, the lenses 
themselves absorb the tears in 
which the oxygen is dissolved 
and transmitted to the cornea. 

Ideally, both mechanisms 
should operate because even in 
gas permeable lenses the 
oxygen transmission is not 100 
percent. However, the new 
lenses are so good that they are 
almost like wearing nothing at 
all.

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Cancer and you - Knowing the risks

Have you been touched by 
someone who has a type of 
cancer? That “C” word is of¬ 
ten dreaded. The word implies 
an insidious disease that 
spreads, eeking out precious 
life. Considering the emotional 
and physical impact of cancer 
on cancer patients and their 
families, along with the finan¬ 
cial costs associated with 
treatment, Cancer affects the 
health of all Albertans. 

Percentage of New Cases in 
Alberta for Major Cancer 
Sites 

Male & Female Combined 
1992 

Breast Cancer 15% 

Prostate Cancer 14% 

Lung Cancer 13% 

Colorectal Cancer 12% 

Other Cancers 46% 


These figures do not include 
non-melanoma skin cancers of 
which there are more than 
3000 new first cases per year 
in Alberta. 

Between 1991 and 2000, 
new cancer cases are expected 
to grow from 8,000 cases to 
12,000. This is a 50 per cent 
increase in less than 10 years, 
and equals the total number of 
cases in mid 1970’s. 

Why is cancer increasing? 
Cancer can develop in anyone 
but the risk increases with 
age. Also, the population is 
growing and aging dramati¬ 
cally. More than 1 in 3 Cana¬ 
dians alive today will develop 
some form of cancer in their 
lifetime. 

It is estimated that 50% of 
cancer cases and death can be 
prevented. Research shows 
that cigarette tobacco causes 
lung cancer. Also, there is a 
link of tobacco with cancer of 
the mouth, larynx, esophagus, 
bladder, kidney, pancreas,

Ultraviolet radiation (UVR) 
exposure from the sun and 
tanning lamps is a major con¬ 
tributor to skin cancer, pre¬ 
mature aging and cataracts. 
Strategies to reduce ultravio¬ 
let radiation exposure includ¬ 
ing minimizing sun exposure, 
seeking shade, covering up, 
and using sunscreen. 

Early detection offers the 


best hope for a cure. Breast 
cancer is the most frequently 
diagnosed invasive cancer in 
women.

Jim’s Chair 

The circle of life for this old chair is complete, having started its 
journey here, this chair travelled extensively throughout the prairies 
and once again has come home to Didsbury. A relatively simple old 
chair it is, yet there is a warmth that emanates from it even as you walk 
by. The chair is probably one of the earliest versions of the recliner and 
yes as with all artifacts, there is a story. The chair itself appears to be 
made of oak, the back of the chair consists of four horizontal rails, the 
arms are wide and worn with lots of evidence of its extensive travels. 
Spiraling downward from the arms are ornate spindles and the front legs are carved to show it was once a premium piece of furniture. 

The chair originally came to Didsbuiy around 1903 with the family of Mr. & Mrs. David M. Stuart who moved here from Iowa to operate the 
Neapolis store and Creamery. Then sometime between 1908 and 1912 the Stuart’s moved away and the chair was purchased by Mr. James Owen. 
Mr. Owen bought the chair at the time for his ailing father. Jim’s mother referred to the chair as Jim’s Chair and it has been known as such since 
this time. Jim’s chair then moved around the province with the Owen’s family. Jim’s chair has been to Gadsbury, Alberta; Llpydminster and 
Fairholme, Saskatchewan; then Peace River, Alberta. In 1965, Jim’s chair moved with the Owen’s family back to Didsbuiy. It is known that Jim 
spent many of his golden years sitting in his old chair and one can only imagine the many stories that he told while sitting in his favorite spot. After 
Jim passed on in 1978 his wife took the chair with her to the Kinsmen Manor here the chair was undoubtedly privy to more stories as wells as endless 
hours of craft making, needle work etc. Mrs. Ennie Owens said it was her wish that the chair become a part of the Museum because as she put it “This 
is where it started out to. ” Yes, Jim’s Chair has traveled the Circle ofLife and now rests quietly in surroundings that befit such a special piece ofhistoiy. 

Todays Trivia: In 1909 one could have certainly said “It’s Sunny in Didsbuiy” In this year the number of sunny days totalled 
321. We could always hope for another year like that! 


The Kidding Around Parents' 
Club has been operating in Dids¬ 
bury since May 1991. We are a 
volunteer-run organization, and 
we were started by a group of 
moms, getting together to form 
a support group for young fami¬ 
lies. 

We run four programs under 
the club. 

"Mom's Time Out" is a sup¬ 
port group for moms. We meet 
at the Anglican Church in Dids¬ 
bury, every Monday from 10- 
11:30 a.m. We have speakers 
coming in to talk about child- 
related topics. Topics are al¬ 
ways family-related. Some of 
the topics covered this year are 
child seat safety, basic car main¬ 
tenance, nutrition, C.P.R., food 
budgeting and many more. 
There are crafts and just good 
old coffee mornings too, just to 
relax and visit with other moms. 
There is a babysitting service 
offered at a low cost. This is 
downstairs in the toy library 
with two babysitters. 

The toy library is like a book 
library except you take out toys 
for a two-week period. The fee is 
$25 per year. We have a large 
selection of ride-on toys, slides, 
play houses, puzzles and family 
games. Most of our toys are 
Little Tykes as these are more 
durable. We are open twice a 
week on Tuesday and Saturday 
mornings from 10-11:30 a.m. 
It's a great place to meet new 
moms and make new friends. 
You can volunteer to work and 
your children can play while 
you are working. We have over 
200 toys, games and puzzles to 
choose from, and for the chil¬ 
dren it's like getting a new toy 
every two weeks. It's one toy 
per child so there is no fighting. 

The parents resource center 
is an information center on all 
aspects of parenting. We have 
tapes, books and magazines 
available for you to take out. 
This is also situated in the toy 
library, in the basement of the 
Anglican church. Materials may 
be taken out for a two-week 
period. 

The Kidding Around Parents' 
Club took over the Block Par¬ 
ent program in September 1996. 
At the moment there are only 10 
people in Didsbury who are 
Block Parents, as it has not 
been run for more than a year. 
We are trying to promote the 
program by placing displays in 
stores and distributing infor¬ 
mation. The Didsbury Block 
Parent program is growing, but 
needs more volunteers. This 
program is not just for children. 
The Block Parents also help the 
elderly, or anyone who is injured 
or sick and needs help - just look 
for a Block Parent sign. It's also 
safe for you to be a Block Parent, 
as you don't have to open the door 
ifyou don't feel safe. You can just 
phone for help. 

I think this program will 
benefit the town of Didsbury.

Local inventor 

A local inventor has been right un¬ 
der our nose, even though the product 
has been used in the community for 
more than six years. 

Hans Janssen, owner of Didsbury 
Appliances, created the Janssen Key 
Lock System Schematic more than 15 
years ago. Janssen said his idea for 
this system came from necessity. 

This system is where a person can 
put money into a slot, or turn a key, to 
buy a certain amount of water. Janssen 
says this is good for the measurement 
of water farmers and truckers use, and 
have to pay for. 

This system is not used in local 
households because the product is de¬ 
signed for commercial use. 

The Janssen Key Lock System Schematic has 22 systems out, including a few 
operational systems in Calgary. 

Next time you are in Heritage Park in Calgary, look at the water dispenser 
and know it was created by a man in the Didsbury community.

The grass is 
always greener...

Trading in a small city lot 
for two acres of land and four 
greenhouses was what Kellie 
Elder and Ian MacLean de¬ 
cided to do while turning a 
passion into a career. 

"It was a natural match for 
us," said MacLean as he and 
Elder prepared to open Sun 
Country Garden Centre May 
3. 

Elder said the garden Cen¬ 
tre can contribute to the com¬ 
munity by offering a resource 
to answer questions and serve 
the horticulture needs in the 
community. 

MacLean said they would 
like to bring in workshops and 
use the resources from Olds 
College to help with the needs 
of the community. 

MacLean points out that if 
anyone has questions in the 
community, they will be able 
to answer them or find out the 
answer. For example if people 
want to know why a plant will 
not grow, MacLean and Elder 
will make their best attempt 
at trying to find the reason. 
They want to customize their 
customer service to the com¬ 
munity needs. 


There will be four different 
greenhouses for the plants. 
Each greenhouse will allow in 
different amounts of light, 
heat and moisture for the 
various plant species. 

The plants will range form 
bedding plants to vegetables. 
They will also carry plants for 
special occasions like Hallow¬ 
een (pumpkins) and poinset- 
tias at Christmas. 

In addition to the green¬ 
house the community can buy 
plants and ask questions. 
MacLean and Elder also want 
their four greenhouses to be a 
place where people can just 
come in and look and enjoy 
the beauty. 

"Flowers are beautiful to 
look at," said MacLean. "The 
greenhouse will also serve as 
a display area. "A place where 
people want to come in on a 
regular basis," said Elder. 

"To me a garden is part of 
your living space and it should 
be enjoyable." 

They both want people to 
enjoy the surroundings of the 
greenhouse.

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WCWGA to organize transport summit

The Western Canadian 
Wheat Growers Association 
(WCWGA) has issued an invi¬ 
tation to groups responsible 
for the movement of prairie 
grain, farmers and govern¬ 
ments, to participate in a 
transportation summit. The 
Wheat Growers have proposed 
that a summit be held in the 
latter part of June in Regina. 

"The goal of the summit will 
be to develop a working model 
for introducing accountabil¬ 
ity into the grain handling 
and transportation system," 
Wheat Grower President 
Larry Maguire told the Van¬ 
couver Port Users' Conference 
in Regina. "How we achieve 
accountability and where it’s 
applied in the system are the 
issues that we hope can be 
fleshed out in a meeting that 
brings all the parties together." 

Maguire says the WCWGA 
has decided to proceed with a 
summit because "someone had 
to step forward" and get a proc¬ 
ess started. He says there’s an 
urgent need for a commercial 
transportation system based 


on contractual arrangements, 
and incentives and penalties 
for performance. 

"Farmers simply can’t af¬ 
ford another year like the one 
we’ve just been through," says 
Maguire. "And we can’t afford 
to wait while others bicker 
over who is at fault." 

Maguire says the federal 
government's response to the 
issue has been inadequate, con¬ 
sidering the crippling impact 
of this year's backlog on the 
industry. "Our customers are 
literally lined up at the door¬ 
step, but we can't meet our 
commitments." 

Maguire says the Wheat 
Growers would be willing to 
co-operate with a federal 
transportation review, should 
one be established, but simply 
couldn't wait any longer. He 
adds the summit is intended 
to complement other efforts 
such as the Senior Executive 
Officers (SEO) Committee, 
which has been working dili¬ 
gently on the transportation 
issue for some time. 

Maguire says the Wheat 
Growers will bring a paper to 
the summit which outlines how 
contractual arrangements can

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Vegreville Invitational Powerlifting Meet 


Vegreville was this year's 
host town for the 1997 Al¬ 
berta Powerlifting Union 
Invitational Powerlifting 
Meet attended by three of 
Olds' powerlifters, Rob 
Burnett, Jes Herman and 
Archie Ulry. 

The sport of powerlifting 
consists of three different 
events. The highest score 
for each contender in their 
weight category is achieved 
by totalling the best weight 
lifted out of three attempts 
in each category. 

The first event is the 
"squat" in which the com¬ 
petitor has the weight across 
their back shoulders and 
lower themselves till their 
upper legs are lower than a 
90 degree angle of their 
knees. 

The second lift is the 
"bench press". While laying 
on the bench, the lifter takes 
the bar off the rack, and upon 
a judge's command, lowers 
the bar to their chest, hold¬ 
ing three seconds and then 
pushes the weight to a 
straight arm position. Dis¬ 
qualification could occur if 
the lifter moves their feet, 
shoulders, head or buttocks 


or if there are any pauses in 
the lifting attempt. 

The third event is the 
"deadlift" whereby the com¬ 
petitor lifts the bar from the 
floor to a straight stand up 
position with shoulders back 
and knees locked. This posi¬ 
tion is held until the judge 
gives a command for the bar 
to be set down in the starting 
position. 

Rob Burnett (215 pounds) 
did exceptionally well at his 
first competition coming in 
second in the novice 220 
pound weight class. In the 
first event, Burnett was inci¬ 
dentally disqualified when his 
foot moved as he was coming 
up with the weight from the 
squat position. Burnett re¬ 
peated this weight for his 
second attempt which was 
passed easily by the three 
judges who also approved his 
third lift of 237 pounds. 

In the bench press, 
Burnett successfully pushed 
165 pounds on his first at¬ 
tempt, 176 pounds on the 
second and was not quite able 
to complete his 188 pound 
lift in this event. 

Burnett's first deadlift was 


297 pounds, his second was 
308 pounds and his third was 
352 pounds. Each of these 
lifts were heavier than 
Burnett has attempted in 
practice and therefore it can 
be anticipated that he will 
achieve great goals in the 
future as Rob plans to work 
hard for the upcoming 
provincials. 

Jes Herman is a competi¬ 
tor in the Junior class (18-23 
years old). This is Herman's 
second year competing and 
he was able to break all per¬ 
sonal records in all three 
events at this competition. 
Entering in the 148 pound 
class, Jes squatted 264 
pounds in the first attempt, 
286 pounds in his second at¬ 
tempt and an outstanding 
308 pounds on his third lift. 

198 pounds was Herman’s 
first lift in the bench press 
event, following with a lift of 
209 pounds. He was unsuc¬ 
cessful in locking his arms 
on the third lift and was 
therefore unable to make his 
attempt of 220 pounds. 

In the dead lift category, 
Herman was successful in ac¬ 
complishing all three lift at-
